He ex¬ 
plained that the firm collects 
trash for 40 homes in Bacova 
and hauls it to the landfill but 
very little of the trash brought 
to the landfill comes from the 

plant. 
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county inns and motels had been 
included in the supervisors list 
of possible heavy users. 

“Inns and motels don't throw 
out all that much trash/’ he 
said. “Why not assess service 
stations? They have a lot of 

tires and oil cans to throw 
away."
